LECTURE OX THE MINERAL 
‘WEALTH OF THE DOMINION OF | 
CANADA. 


‘A lecture of no ondinary ability was de- 
livered by Mr. Small, of Buckingham, in 
‘Webster's Hall, on Saturday evening, on the 
mineral wealth of the Dominion of Canada. 
The andience was small, but comprised some 
‘of the best intelligence of the city. The 
leoturer divested his subject ar much aa pos 
sible of technicalities, and presented it in a 
form.in which the man oforéinary education 
‘could fully understand it, whilst it presented 
no features ‘ebjectionable to the man of 
science. Too many lectures on scientific 
subjects seem intehded 20 impress the 
‘audience with the profundity of the lecturer, 
whilst this evidently bad for its object the 
enlightenment of all on & subject, which in at 
thie moment fall of importauce to this coan- 
try.
